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ABSTRACT 

Biligirirangan hills in Mysore State are somewhat isolated from the other hill ranges in the Western 
ghats, and the Nilgiris. This sketch of the vegetation is based on detailed collections made by the authors 
as well as the collections made some 28 years ago by Barnes. The enumeration includes 825 species of 
vascular plants under 484 genera and 133 families. 


INTRODUCTION 

Biligirirangan hills located between ii° 5'N and 
77° & 78° E in the south-east corner of Mysore 
State, are a somewhat discontinuous, north to south 
running hill ranges, varying from 600 to 1800 m in 
altitude. They form the border between Chama- 
rajanagar and Yelandur taluks in the west, Kolle- 
gal taluk in the north and east, all in Mysore dis¬ 
trict of Mysore State and in the south by Satya- 
mangalam taluk, Coimbatore district of Madras 
State. The chain of hills are isolated from both the 
Western and Eastern ghats. From any of the 
peaks they present vista of smooth green hill-tops, 
contrasting with the patches of dense forests on the 
slopes and in t}ie valley in between, the entire pic¬ 
ture being again in sharp contrast with the flat 
plains, dotted with hamlets, meandering streamlets 
and rivers, and well laid out farm lands. 

Biligiriranganbetta with the andent temple “of 
Biligiri Rangaswamy on the very top is a place of 
pilgrimage for at least a period of five centuries. 
The forest is the home of the Sholigars, a tribal 
people of this area. Wild animals like elephants, 
bisons and tigers are frequent and this has attract¬ 
ed big game hunters, and at Kethedevaragudi, the 
former rulers of Mysore maintained a hunting 
lodge, now converted to a Forest Rest House. At 
other prominent hills in the chain at Bedguli, Atti- 
kan and Honnametti, Coffee Estates have been es¬ 
tablished and they are now flourishing very well. 
These features indicate that the forests, although 
comparatively not much exploited till recently, 


nevertheless have been subject to anthropomorphic 
influences. Now considerable areas of the forest 
are being cleared for the cultivation of Teak and 
Eucalyptus. 

The rocks are lateritic or granitic and the soil is 
lateritic or gravelly. The soil cover on bed rock is 
not deep. In the sholas, and in the valleys the soil 
is alluvial and loamy with a rich humus cover. 

These hill ranges receive both the north-east 
and the south-west monsoon rains, with the rain¬ 
fall naturally heavy at the higher elevations. The 
rainfall during a year varies from 150 to 200 cms 
at Bedguli and surrounding areas. The rainfall is 
distributed throughout except the first three months 
of the year. The wettest period is between July to 
October and the hotest period is between April to 
June. Further, there is considerable amount of 
humidity in the atmosphere with mist covering the 
hill tops. The density and nature of vegetation is 
strongly influenced by this factor. At the higher 
altitudes, in sheltered slopes, occur patches of ever¬ 
green (shola) forests ; further mid way down in the 
wide valleys are the moist deciduous forests; and 
way down, are the dry deciduous forests. In all 
these the hand of the man has clearly affected 
natural vegetation. Grazing, indiscriminate timber- 
felling, shifting 'Kumri 5 cultivation by the Sholi- 
gars, forest fires, all together have contributed to 
the alteration of the original vegetation. 

Botanically the Biligirirangan hill ranges have 
remained underexplored. Blatter (1908) has in¬ 
cluded plants from this area in his account of the 
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flora of North Coimbatore, since during that time 
parts of these hill ranges were under the Madras 
Presidency. Gamble (1957) also has made stray 
references to plants from here. However. Barnes 
(1944) was the first to give some particular 
attention to plants of these hills, and to publish 
an account. His account was based on plant 
collection in certain months of 1938 and 1939 and 
limited to certain groups of plants. He states 
(P. 437) “No attempt was made to form a complete 
collection of the plants of these hills, but special 
attention was paid to a limited number of groups 
of plants such as the Monocotyledons other than 
grasses and sedges, and the Geraniaceae, Gentiana- 
ceae, Scrophulariaceae and Acanthaceae. Most 
herbaceous plants found in flower were collected, 
but trees and ferns could not be dealt with” Evi¬ 
dently Barnes was interested in potential decorative 
plant material. Accordingly the botanical survey of 
these hills was taken up and the present account is 
based on a reconnaissance study made during 
September 1961, and in pursuance of that an in¬ 
tensive study and collection made in several in¬ 
teresting places like Bedguli, Kethedevargudi, Bili- 
giriranganbetta and surroundings during April 
1962. 

VEGETATION 

Bedguli—Evergreen sholas and moist deciduous 
forests: The vegetation here shows some interesting 
features due to topography and higher rainfall. 
The elevation ranges from 1200-1800 m. There 
are several small peaks like Dasaberibetta and 
Devagiribetta with sharp slopes in between them. 
These can be clearly noticed from a distance as iso¬ 
lated patches of dense woody vegetation in be¬ 
tween the smooth hill tops covered with low her¬ 
baceous vegetation. The common trees in 
the sholas are: Callicarpa tomentosa, Canthium 
dicoccum var, umbellatum, Cinnamomum zeylani- 
cum, Elaeocarpus serratus, Ixora notoniana, Meli- 
osma microcarpa, Pterocarpus marsupium, Schef- 
fiera capitata, (beginning as an epiphyte, later 
stifling the supporting tree, to become indepen¬ 
dent), Symptocos laurina, Toona ciliata and Wend- 
landia thyrsoidea (varying in size from a large 
shrub to a tree). Most of the trees are stunted due 
to strong wind. The branches of the trees are 
heavily mossladen and form an ideal substratum 
for the growth of epiphytes, particularly orchids 
and ferns. Some species like Aerides cylindricum, 
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Bulbophyllum fusco-purpureum, Coelogyne ner¬ 
vosa, Dendrobium heterocarpum, D. microstachyutn, 
Diplocentrum recurvum, Erin nana, Lusia tereti- 
folia, Oberonia brunoniana and Vanda testacea 
occur commonly on these trees. Peperomia dindi- 
gulensis, P. reflex a and Ramusatia vivipara also 
occur frequently in crevices of tree barks along 
with clumps of Lycopodium phlegmaria, Microso- 
rium membranacea and Pyrrosia acrostichoides. 
The humusladen floor of these sholas is practically 
devoid of herbs, except perhaps the luxurious, gre¬ 
gariously growing NilgiriantheP foliosus and 1 N. 
barbatus which form a striking feature of the subs¬ 
tratum. Occasionally a parasitic herb like Striga 
angustifolia or ground orchids like Eulophia nuda, 
Geodorum densiflorum, Malaxis versicolor and 
Nervilia aragoana are met with on the forest floor. 
Rubus ellipticus and R. fairholmianus are frequent 
on the margins of sholas. 

Just outside the sholas on the slopes above 
1000 m there are associations of Artemisia parvi- 
flora, Hypericum mysorense and Phoenix humilis 
var. pedunculata. Further, while on the one hand 
the sholas merge at the top with the smooth practi¬ 
cally grass covered tops, on the other they gradually 
get mixed with the moist deciduous forests below. 

On the hill top the herbs are profuse seasonally, 
particularly in September and several of them make 
splashes of white, yellow or pink amidst the gene¬ 
ral green grassy background. Among these can be 
mentioned Asystasia dalzelliana, Cyanofls fascicu- 
lata, Exacum bicolor, Impatiens cuspidata, Justicia 
betonica, Linum mysurense, Murdannia semiteres, 
Oenothera rosea. Polygala spp., Portulaca oleracea, 
Rungia parviflora, Scutellaria violacea and Striga 
angustifolia. Other herbs like Biophytum candol- 
leanum, B. reinwardtii, Canscora diffusa, Compte - 
lina indehiscens, Oxalis corniculata and Scoparia 
dulcis are found scattered. On moist rocks and in 
crevices, grow other herbs like Cyanotis tuberosa, 
Didymocarpus tomentosa and Kalanchoe spp. On 
the moist bed of shallow temporary pools, can be 
seen herbs like Drosera peltata, Eriocaulon spp., 
Polygonum plebeium and Utricularia spp. 

The path from the forest rest house at Bedguli to 
the hill top leads through a moist deciduous forest. 
Here, Wendlandia thyrsoidea dominates over trees 
like Albizia lebbeck, A. odoratissima, Anogeissus 
latifolia, Careya arborea, Emblica officinalis, Glo- 
chidion spp., Gmelina arborea, Grewia tiliaefolia, 
Holarrhena antidysenterica, Lannea coromandelica, 
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Radermanchera xylocarpa, Sterculia guttata, Ter- 
minalia iomeniosa, Trema orieniaiis and Xer'om - 
phis spinosa . Climbers like Clematis gouriana, 
Dioscorea hulhifera and Jasminum rottlerianum are 
common with others like Asparagus racemosus, 
Gloriosa superba and Smilax aspera. 

The common shrubs of these forests are: Aniso- 
meles indica, Cassia occidentalis, C. hirsuta, Clero- 
dendrupi serratum, Colebrookia oppositifolia, Des - 
moaium rufescens, Ixora tomentosa, pogostemon 
pubescens, Polygala ariiiaia, psychotria spp. and 
Solanum torvum. There is also an Eupatorium 
sp. forming gregarious patches with scattered bushes 
of Lantana camara var. aculeata and straggling 
shrubs of Rubus ellipiicus and Toddalia asiatica. 
On the forest floor, between tall grasses occur Cur - 
culigo orchioides, Curcuma neilgherrensis, Crinum 
latifolium, Globba bulbifera and Hedychium coro- 
narium commonly while scattered through the 
forest are found other herbs like Achyranthes 
aspera, Ophiorrhiza hirsutula, Oxalis latifolia, Poly¬ 
gala chinensis, Rungia parviflora, Spilanthes pani - 
culata and Vernonia cinerea. 

Unlike other forests of these hills, at Bedguli, the 
parasites are quite rare. 

Biligiriranganbetta—Moist deciduous forests : Bili- 
giriranganbetta is granitic with large boulders 
forming the hill. Indeed the old temple of Bill- 
girirangaswamy which gives the name to these 
hills and the whole hill ranges, is on the top of a 
massive lichen covered rock with a vertical drop of 
about 345 m along one side and gently sloping on 
the other side. The elevation of this hill is 1280 m 
and is about 500 m less than Bedguli. 

Vegetation in this area is moist deciduous. The 
most conspicuous of the trees are: Allophyllus 
rheedi, Boswellia serrata, Eriolaena quinquelocula - 
ris, Flacourtia indica, Firmiana colorata, Gmelina 
arborea, Kydia calycina, Mitragyna parvifolia, 
Schleichera oleosa, Sterculia guttata, Syzygium 
cutmni, TerminaHa tomentosa, Trema orientalis and 
Trichilla connaroides. The dominant tree species 
however is TerminaHa tomentosa . Occasionally a 
tree of Pterocarpus marsupium is noticed and 
with Albizia marginaia and a little more frequent¬ 
ly with Emblica officinalis. Clumps of the giant 
bamboo —Dendrocalamus strictus —are also noticed 
here and there. On the eastern slopes of the hills, 
towards Yelandur the aspect changes with the hills, 
gently yielding to plain country side although the 
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composition of vegetation is the same, its density 
is changed. 

Amongst shrubs, during April tall clumps of In- 
digofera wightii at once catch the eye, with their 
tall pure springs of reddish purple flowers and 
hardly any leaf. Other common shrubs are: Ardi- 
sia solanacea, Mur ray a paniculata, Plumbago zey- 
lanica, Securinega leucopyrus, Solanum torvum and 
the ubiquitous Lantana camara var. aculeata 
clumps, with scattered Acacia pennata. The her¬ 
baceous undergrowth includes Bidens biiernata, 
Erechtites valerianifolia, Euphorbia hirta, Galin - 
soga parviflora, Siegesbeckia orientalis, Trichodesr 
ma zeylanicum, Tridax procumbens and amongst 
the more tender herbs are: Andrographis serpylli - 
folia with its prostrate spreading branches growing 
scattered in the open, Oldenlandia aspera and Oxalis 
corniculata. 

Large areas here have been cleared to provide 
land and resettle the Sholigars. These newly opened 
areas will undoubtedly influence the primary com¬ 
position of the forest here, and it would be interest¬ 
ing to observe this in the future. 

Kethedevargudi and surrounding hills—Dry deci¬ 
duous forests: This area is somewhat midway 
between Bedguli and Biligiriranganbetta. The ele¬ 
vation is about 1100 m being much lower than the 
other two places. There is a good forest rest house 
here, and is the favourite camping place of big game- 
hunters. The forest here is dry deciduous. Dendro¬ 
calamus strictus, Emblica officinalis, Sterculia urens 
and TerminaHa tomentosa dominate over other trees 
like Aaina cor difolia, Anogeissus latifolia, Bom - 
bax ceiba, Erythrina stricta, Garuga pinnata, 
Grewia tiliaefolia and Lagerstroemia lanceojata . In 
certain areas TerminaHa tomentosa is so exclusively 
dominant that it looks like a plantation of Termi - 
nalia. Bauhinia purpurea, Butea monosperma, 
Bridelia retusa, Radermachera xylocarpa, Santalum 
album, Vitex altissima and Zizyphus xylopyra also 
occur scattered throughout. 

There are not many climbers. Among the most 
common ones are: Cissampelos pariera, Dioscorea 
bulbifera, Elaeagnus kologa, Embelia tsjeriam ■ 
coiiam and Jasminum rottlerianum . Other clim¬ 
bers like Asparagus racemosus, Gloriosa superba and 
Smilax aspera are also met with. Stem parasites of 
the family Loranthaceae are abundant. Indeed 
every other tree in this area seems to have been 
infected. The common stem parasites are: Den « 
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drophthoe falcata, Elytranthe loniceroides, Heli- 
xanthera h°okeriana, Taxillus tomentosus, Viscum 
angulatum, V. orbiculatum and V. articulatum- 
Their favourite hosts appear to be Emblica offici¬ 
nalis and Terminalia tomentosa. 

Of the shrubs, Helicteres isora and Leea crispa 
are most common. Others like Azanza lampas, 
Clerodendrum serratum, Grewia abutilifolia and 
Mussaenda glabrata are seen less frequently. 

Much of the forest floor is occupied by a pure 
stand of tall grass, and in between, offering a con¬ 
trast there abounds Curcuma neilgherrensis with its 
splashes of yellow and white flowering scapes. Here 
occasionally root parasites like Sopubia trifida and 
Striga angustifolia also occur. The other herbace¬ 
ous vegetation is very much akin to what is observed 
at Biligiriranganbetta, with the same species occur¬ 
ring here also but differing in their frequency and 
abundance. 

At Kethedevargudi, almost at the back of the rest 
house and opposite the Someshwar temple on the 
way to Biligiriranganbetta, there are two large 
ponds with an interesting aquatic vegetation, iney 
are quite picturesque with floating orbicular leaves 
and bright pink flowers and buds of the lotus— 
Nelumbo nucifera. Certain other rooted aquatics 
abundant in these ponds are: Aponogeton nutans, 
Hydrilla verticillata, Ottelia ahsmoides and Pota- 
mogeton nodosus. Common "floating herbs are: 
Nymphoides cristatum, Pistia stratiotes, Spirodela 
polyrrhiza and Utricularia aurea. Sacciolepis indica 
forms matted patches, sluggishly floating together 
with large slimy masses of Spirogyra, Caldegia 
pamossifolia, Carex filicina, Ccratoptetis thalictro- 
ides, Colocasia esculenta, Cyperus spp., Eriocaulon 
melaleucum, Fimbristylis spp., Hygrophila auricul- 
aia, Ludwigia octovalvis, Monochoria vaginalis and 
Polygonum bafbatum are all found along the mar¬ 
gins in marshy areas. 

On the basis of his collections, Barnes (1944) has 
ventured to make certain remarks on the flora of 
these hills, comparing it on the one hand with the 
flora of Nilgiris and on the other with the nearby 
Western ghats. His observations on the occurrence 
of a large number of orchid species, other epiphy¬ 
tic angiosperms and abundance of Loranthaceae is 
supported by the present study also. However, the 
ferns do not appear to be very common and Barnes 
has not published any list of ferns to support his 
conclusions, whereas many iAafsh plants, including 
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certain Utricularia spp. do occur here is evident 
from our collections. FabaCeae with 70 species 
dominates Orchidaceae; Barnes list includes only 
36 species under the former. The absence of cer¬ 
tain alpine plants like Cotoneaster buxifolia Wall., 
Berberis tinctoria Lesch., Rhodomyrtus tomentosa 
Wt. may possibly be due to biotic factors which 
have influenced the vegetation during the last se¬ 
veral years exposing major portions of the hills to 
longer periods of drought. Further, there is an 
interval of nearly 23 years between Barnes botanis- 
ing in these hills and the present survey. The in¬ 
tensity and extent of even this survey are not suffi¬ 
cient to adequately summarise and make phytogeo¬ 
graphic comparisons of the flora of Biligirirangan 
hills with the neighbouring hill tops in the West¬ 
ern ghats, the Eastern ghats, the Nilgiris and the 
Pulneys. Accounts on plant distribution of South 
Indian hill stations by Fyson (1915, 193a), Razi 
(1950, 1951a, b) and Gupta (1962) still need further 
support by intensive systematic survey of the hill 
stations. 

The list that follows includes those recorded by 
Barnes (and one by Fischer) and contains 825 species 
under 484 genera and 133 families. An analysis 
reveals 10 dominant families which constitute 46.6% 
of the total flora. They are: Fabaceae (70 spp.) 
Orchidaceae (68 spp.), Asteraceae (48 spp.), Euphor- 
biaceae (36 spp.), Lamiaceae (34 spp.), Rubiaceae 
(34 s PP-)» Acanthaceae (31 spp.), Commelinaceae- 
(24 spp.), Peaceae (21 spp.), and Cyperaceae (18 spp.). 
The end position of the last two is only due to in¬ 
adequate collection since most of them were only 
in vegetative condition. 

Ift the enumeration, the families of Pteridophytes 
are arranged according to Copeland (1947), the Angi¬ 
osperms as per Bentham and Hooker. Genera and 
species are alphabetically arranged. Nomenclature 
has been revised with available literature. Under 
each species the following data are provided in se¬ 
quence : the state in which the plant is collected, 
the frequency and habitat, collection number(s), 
and the locality if Barnes has included in his ac¬ 
count. All collection numbers cited are in the 
herbarium of the Botanical Survey of India, Poona 
(BSI). A few Commelinaceae sheets of Barnes 
available in the Forest Research Institute Herbari¬ 
um, Dehra Dun (DD) have also been studied. 

Details of collection localities and collected field 
numbers are furnished in the itinerary to facilitate 
references in the enumeration.
